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Claim Objections 

2. A series of singular dependent claims is permissible in which a dependent claim 
refers to a preceding claim which, in turn, refers to another preceding claim. 

A claim which depends from a dependent claim should not be separated by any 
claim which does not also depend from said dependent claim. It should be kept in mind 
that a dependent claim may refer to any preceding independent claim. In general, 
applicant's sequence will not be changed. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 

3. Claim 4 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim 1, 2 and 3. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 
4 is not been further treated on the merits. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(b) because 
they are incomplete. 37 CFR 1.83(b) reads as follows: 

When the invention consists of an improvement on an old machine the drawing 
must when possible exhibit, in one or more views, the improved portion 
itself, disconnected from the old structure, and also in another view, so 
much only of the old structure as will suffice to show the connection of 
the invention therewith. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance . 

5. The drawings are objected to because the drawings do. not show clearly how 
many motors they have in figures 1 and 2. Figure 1 show the side view of the car with 
two motors in series, figure 2 show from the back of the car with two motors in parallel. 
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Also in figure 5, the designation for N.C and N.O interlock, but some of them present for 
close interlock for N.O and open interlock for N.C. A proposed drawing correction or 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
6. Applicant is required to submit a proposed drawing correction in reply to this 
Office action. However, formal correction of the noted defect may be deferred until after 
the examiner has considered the proposed drawing correction. Failure to timely submit 
the proposed drawing correction will result in the abandonment of the application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 . Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, the phrase "the electric energy to which is supplied by battery 

fuel cells and solar panels with basic electrical motor connections in sequence with two 

series motors connected one-to-the-other in series connections followed by a parallel 

connection of the two motors" is not clear, what limitation is being set forth. 
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Regarding claim 1, the phrase "then followed by en energized shunt field creating 
compound motors resulting in three speeds in sequence order" is not clear, what 
limitation is being set forth. 

Regarding claim 2, the phrase "but with two motors" is not clear, what limitation is 
being set forth. 

Regarding claim 3, the phrase "but having only one motor with a shunt field 
winding included in the series motor accordingly accomplishing the same results as 
claim one above without the two series connection of the two motors on-to-the-other 
and hence a compound motor connection" is not clear, what limitation is being set forth. 

Regarding claim 4, the phrase "a battery and tank exchange system in which fully 
charged batteries and/or hydrogen tanks can be exchanged at designed stations en 
route for depleted ones of universal design and which are mutually interchangeable on 
line-of-road and the system being completely compatible with claims number 1 ,2 and 3." 
Is not clear, what limitation is being set forth. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-3 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chen (6,105,696) in view of Shugar (6,586,668). 

Chen in figures 1-2, discloses an electric vehicle, which is powered by two 
electric motors (1, 2). The two electric motors mounted on a drive shaft (6) and 
connected to a battery (7) by a charger (8). The charger can charge the battery when 
the charger is connected with a power supply. Chen fails to show a solar panel. 

Shugar in figures 1-2, teaches an electric vehicle with a solar panel (6). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to modify the electric vehicle of Chen with the electric vehicle having a solar panel as 
taught by Shugar in order to extend the battery life and reduce the cost of using 
electricity from the utility to charge the vehicle. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Masaki et al. disclose a controller for electric vehicle, Suzuki 
dislcoses a motor mechanism, Gingerick discloses an electric powered vehicle.
